Emergencies, Both "Bis and rjttlo. 


A piece of string is often of great 


value to a hunter or fisherman. Stotit 
string, such as is nsed to tie up heavy 
bundles, is most valuahle: Some sports- 
men put a piece of string at a higher 
value than any other single part of the 
camp outfit—apart, of course, from the 
irnplcni_ents of sport. 


If the fishing rod breaks, the string 


mends it again. If the suspenders break, 
the string ties the ends together. Should 
the gtinstook break, the string is inval- 
uable. 
If a pack basket strap fails, a 


string takes its place. A tear in a tent 
is sewed up -with string. Game is hung 
up out of reach of animals with string. 
A lost man makes snaies out of string 
and catches birds and rabbits.enough to 
keep him from going hungry. Likewise 
a stout string will serve as a flshline in 
the absence of regular "tackier '-If'tho* 
chain is lost, the clog may be led with a 
string. A boat can be anchored with a 
rock and cord. 


In the absence of a string a substitute 


is made by cutting a strip as long as 
needed from a deer hide off which the 
hair has been taken. The woodsmen pre- 
fer a rawhide string to all others, be- 
cause ifc is much stronger, if properly 
cut, and the woodsman is very expert in 
cutting the string of even strength. 
Where the hide is thin he cuts a broad 
strip; where it is thick he cuts a narrow 
one. 
He prefers horsehide to buckskin, 


and a buck's skin is better than a doc's. 


A raft is easily made with a string 


and three or six logs, according to the 
size, and many a skin boat is sewed with 
rawhide strings. 
With a piece of string 


in his pocket no man need starve or lack 
for sport, though lost and 40 miles 
from anybody. He can break off a hem 
lock branch, make a bow, use a slender 
sapling for an arrow, and shoot his 
game as the Indians did. 
If ho has a 


jackknifo, so much the better, but the 
string alouo will do. Tire may bo start- 
ed in an unraveled string by striking 
sparks into it from tv.'o hard recks. 
A 


very important uses of a striDg is stop- 
ping the flow of blood from a wound. 
A strip of bark, with a round stone to 
press into the artery, and a string to tie 
tight over the bark, has saved many 
lives and will save more. The strip of 
bark prevents the string from cutting 
the flesh. In case of a broken log a bar>. 
sheaf and a string keep the boucs hi 
place.—New York Suii. 


Byron anil MIsa ricot. 


Elizabeth Bridget Pigot was a friend 


and correspondent of Lord Byron, who 
"lived at Southwell, with which place 
her mother's family was connected near- 
ly nil her life. In 1S04, when 16 years 
old, Byron and his mother arrived there 
and occupied a house, Bnrgage Manor, 
opposite her mother's on Bnrgage Green. 
The Pigots 'received Byron within thcii 
circle as one of themselves.' The first 
of Byron's letters which Moore print: 
was written to Miss Pigot.

whom she describes as 'a fat, bashfu 
boy,' was 'perfectly at home' with her 
and of aii evening would listen to her 
playing and sing with her.

Byron left Southwell for Cambridge 
bxit paid Miss Pigot occasional visit 
until 1807, aud regularly correspoudec 
with her till 1811.

Southwell, she acted as his amanuensis

(Ir.-t as 'My Dcr.r Bridget,' and after 
wr.iU at'Bear Queen Bess.' 
She nick- 


named him her 'Ti-ny Lunipkin.' To 
bc-r Byron addressed the pcera beginning 
'liliza, what fools :::•<> the Mr.ssulman 
sect!' 


"About ISO? :,:•:• s Pigot was engaged 


to be married, Lut on the same day she 
happened to write two lett<rs, cno to 
her IcYfv ::ud the other to Lord Byron. 
Bv Eoiui! iiiii.chanco she inclosed them 
in the wrcxg covers, out! the Invnr, re- 
ceiving the letter intended for Byroc, 
brc-ko off the enpiigcmcnt. 
During the 


rest of her long life Miss Pigot amused 
herself and her Mends with narrating 
the minute incidents of her intimacy 
with the poet, and presented to his ad- 
mirers many scraps of his writing. * * * 
Miss Pigot died nt her homo in East- 
horpe, at Southwell, Dec. 11, 18CG, and 
was buried, aged 83, ou tho loth.

packet of Byron's letters was said to 
havo been buried with her.''—Critic.

resentative Newlands of Nevada are in 
Chicago fighting for the silver cause. 
Jhey are invited to the conferences of 
the silver Democrats and advise with 
the leaders as to the best course to 
pursue to circumvent the goldbugs.

The National Democratic Commit! ee 


elected Senator Hill of New York for 
temporary Chairman of the National 
Gonventioa. 
This did not suit the 


silver men and the minority of the com- 
mittee recommended the election of 
Senator Daniel of Virginia. The ma- 
jority of the convention was in accord 
with the minority of tho committeeand 
Daniel was elected by almost two-thirds 
majority. This indicates the relative 
strength of tha silver and gold men in 
the convention. The silver men lack 
about thirty votes of having a two- 
chirds majority and unless the two- 
thirds rule is abrogated it may be diffi- 
cult for them to nominate a candidate 
unless the gold men leave the conven- 
tion. 


Never before in a Democratic Na- 


tional Convention was the choice of 
the National Committee for temporary 
Chairman repudiated by the majority, 
but it has occurred in Republican con- 
ventions. In 1884 the Elaine men who 
were in a majority refused to allow the 
National Committee to control the 
temporary organization. However, it, 
gave the gold men a lesson and proved 
that the silver men mean business and 
will frame a platform that will be un- 
equivocally for free coinage and nom- 
inate a candidate whose record shows 
that he is in accord with the platform.

The gold men are in 
the convention to stay, he said, but he 
appealed for courtesy and fair treat- 
ment in upholding Democratic prece- 
dents. Waller suggested us a compro- 
mise that Hill be elected temporary and 
Daniel permanent chairman. 


Waller concluded by saying: ','•!? Hill 


is turned down the Eastern Democrats 
will fight you 
here and elsewhere." 


This threat was received with mingled 
cheers and hisses from all parts of |the 
hall.: 


Thomas of Colorado advocated the 


choice of Daniel, saying that the con- 
vention should carry out the wishes of 
a laiye majority of the convention aud 
select Daniel. Waller of. Alabama and 
Tarpey of California, who held n Ne- 
vada proxy, advocated the choice of 
Daniel 


Duncan of Texas and Ladd of Illi- 


nois spoke favoring Daniel. -Ladd says 
that if Hill made a speech as tempor- 
ary Chairman it would keep the party 
explaining it until election. 
When St. 


Clair of West Virginia advocated Hill 
in reference to free coinage ho was 
loudly cheered. 
"If you silver men," 


said St. Olair, "are afraid to have tbu 
financial question discussed by a man 
like Hill, then how will the question 
and your attitude bear general discus- 
sion throughout the country?" 


Clayton of Alabama spoke for Dan- 


el. Clayton referred to Hill's Elmira, 
silver speech, the reference arousing 
cheera and laughter. 


A call of States was then ordered on 


the motion to substitute the name of 
Daniel for Hill us temporary Chair- 
man. 
Down to and including Iowa the 


vote was in favor of the motion by 200 
against 26.. The vote of Kentucky was 
challenged and the name of Blackburn 
was cheered. 
The votea of Ohio and 


Michigan were also challenged and tho 
roll of delegates was ordered called. 


The motion to substitute Daniel for 


Hill as temporary Chairman was car- 
ried—for, 554; against, 348. Daniel 
voted no, and Hill refrained 
from 


voting, 


The official vote in favor of t.ha 


motion was 556 against 349; not voting, 
1, 
The aunonncatnont of thu vote 


caused great cheering on the part of 
the silver men. 


Upon tt vote substituting Daniel for 


Hill, the chair said: "The motion by 
the gentleman from Alabama substut- 
iiig Senator Daniel of Virginia for 
temporary Chairman is' adopted," and 
there was a great manifestation of ap- 
plause. 


The chair then said that unless other- 


wise instructed ho would regard this 
as a practical rejection of the majority 
report and would not put the question 
of adoption to the convention. 


Senator Jones of Arkansas, R. P. 


Keating of Nevada, and Senator White 
of California were appointed to escort 
Senator Daniels to the platform. As 
the committee appeared on the plat- 
forni with the Virginia Senator the de- 
monstration of the silver men was re- 
newad.

larity fcy favoring constant festivities, 
and consequently constant'expense.

the days of Louis Philippe there had 
beeu great moderation in all matters of 
luxury; the king and queen were aged, 
sensible and economical; the young 
princesses were kept within rigid bounds 
by example above them. • But when the 
emperor came to the throne, after a 
period of revolution and consequent 
commercial stagnation, he wished to 
revive trade, nnd also to give tiie pres- 
tige of splendor to a court which so 
many did not seem to-take in earnest 
His beautiful wife, suddenly raised to 
a supreme position for which nothing 
in her previous life had prepared her, 
finding what seemed unlimited means 
within her reach, keenly enjoyed the 
possibility of-procuring everything that 
pleased her, and enhanced her remark- 
able personal attractions by all the, ad- 
vantages of exquisite toilet without con- 
sideration of cost. 


Everything that she wore suited her 


I admirably. Others tried to imitate her, 
and the general tone became raised. She 
had the art of constantly choosing some- 
thing new and unusual, which attracted 
attention, so that, instead of being sat- 
isfied with conventional types of silks 
and satins, which formerly had been 
considered-Sufficient for all occasions, 
every one tried to invent something clif 
ferent from others and to improve upon 
what had been seen before. Consequent- 
ly, not ou!y in dress, but in all matters 
of taste nnd luxury, there was an eager 
straggle to outvie others, to roach a 
higher degree of splendor, and extrava 
gauce became universal. Paris was a 
sort of fairyland, where every one 
seemed rich and happy.
